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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The documents 
cited in the latest filed information disclosure statement fail to anticipate or make obvious 
the claimed invention. They do not recite the combination of coal tar, water, acrylonitrile- 
butadiene powder and clay in the ratios of the instant claims. For example, GB 638507 fails 
to teach the required amounts of clay and fails to teach substitution of coal tar for the 
asphalt used therein. The instant specification establishes that the use of coal tar as 
opposed to asphalt and the particular proportions claimed are critical to the practice of the 
instant invention.
